ii) Reserved forests—They are permanently utilized either for 
production of timber or other forest produces and rights of grazing and 
cultivation are seldom allowed in such forests. 


iii) Protected forests—In these the rights of grazing and cultivation 
are allowed subject to a few mild restrictions.

Un-recognised institutions 
are those which do not come under the definition of recognised institutions 
stated above.
